They confirm the report of the 
killing of General Gordon and the atroc- 
ities committed in Khartoum by mahdis. 


LONDON, February 10.—Members of 


the crew of the British bark Welling- 
ton, charged with having caused the 
death of Captain Armstrong at sea, 
January 24th, wore again examined. 
The witnesses who testified before tho 
coroner wore re-examined by tho court. 
Mr. Treasy appeared as prosecutor. 
The judge told the first mate that ho 
disbelieved his testimony and entries 
in the log book, both of which the 
judge characterized as untruthful, and 
said tho witness evidently was trying 
to save his own nock by throwing tho 
halter of the law around tho nocks of 
his confederates. 


A despatch this evening from Cal- 


cutta, dated -to-day, states that tho 
English government yesterday cabled 
an order for a despatch of a brigade 
of Indian troops to Egypt, counter- 
manded the order. 


On January 27 General Gordon's at- 


tention was attracted by a tremendous 
tumult in thn street. Ho left tho so- 
eiillod place, or government building, 
.in which ho had made his headquart- 
ers to ascertain the cause of tho dis- 
turbance. 
Just as he reached tho 


street ho was stabbed in tho back and 
foil (load. Tho tumuli was caused by 
Mahdi's troops, who had gained access' 
to llig interior of Ike tower through 


treachery, and who were soon in com 
plote possession of the place, incliul 
ing the citadel. A fearful massacre o 
the garrison followed. The scenes o 
slaughter described 
surpassing th 


Bulgarian atrocities and rivaling the 
worst horrors of the Sepoy mutiny 
The panic stricken Egyptians were 
captured iu their flight and put to 
death with the most fiendish tortures. 
Some were transfied with spears and 
left to bleed to death. Most of the 
victims were mutilated in a most hor- 
rible manner. Their eyes were gouged 
out, noses slit and tongues torn out 
by the roots. 


In many cases the mutilated parts of 


the victims' bodies were thrust into 
their months while they were still liv- 
ing. The massacre included many 
noncombatants, and Egyptian women 
who were subjected to the most 
shameful indignities. 


More than a hundred woman and 


young girls were given over to Mahdi's 
followers to be used as slaves. After 
tho slaughter, many Arabs were seen 
rushing about the streets with the 
heads of Egytians impoled upon their 
spears. The next night was spent in 
a saturnalia by the bloody debauch- 
ers. 


Sinco the c.i|>luie of Khartoum, 


Mahdi has required fortifications and 
made tho place well nigh impregnable. 
He has uinde it his permanent head- 
quarters, and is s lid to have an abund- 
ance of guns, smull arms and ammu- 
nition. 
Both of Colonel Wilson's 


steamers were wrecked, owing to tho 
treachery of tho pilots who will be 
court martialed. 


The Dally News appears this morn- 


ing in mourning for General Gordon, 
and publishes 
tho following from 


Gakdul: 


'The natives who escaped from 


Khartoum say General Gordon was 
killed while in tho act of leaving his 
house to rally the faithful troops. The 
latter were cut dewn to a man, and for 
hours the best part of the town was the 
scene of merciless slaughter, not even 
women and children being spared. All 
the notables were killed except the 
treacherous Pashas and their follow 
ers."

The Effect* of the Cold Weather. 


CHTOAOO, Feb. 11.—The mercury here 


registered 18 degrees below zero at 8 
o'clock this morning, but reports Irom 
points throughout the northwest indicate 
that the weather is moderating rapidly 
St. Paul is reported 8 below, Wiunipeg 
19 below. DeoMoiiies reports from points 
in Iowa state that both passenger and 
freight trains are beginning to move 
again this morning.
